Heavily armed killer is 
ex-student, officials say

PARKLAND, Fla. — A 
gunman opened fire with 
a semi-automatic rifle at a 
Florida high school Wednes¬ 
day, killing at least 17 people 
and sending scores of stu¬ 
dents fleeing into the streets 
in the nation’s deadliest 
school shooting since a gun¬ 
man attacked an elementary 
school in Newtown, Conn., 
in 2012. 

The shooter, who was 
equipped with a gas mask 
and smoke grenades, set off 
a fire alarm to draw students 
out of classrooms shortly be¬ 
fore the day ended at one of 
the state’s largest schools, 
officials said. 

Authorities offered no 
immediate details on the 
19-year-old suspect or any 
possible motive, except to 
say that he had been expelled 
for disciplinary reasons from 
Marjory Stoneman Doug¬ 
las High School, which has 
about 3,200 students.

The Republican chair¬ 
man of the House Oversight 
and Government Reform 
Committee is investigating 
the White House’s employ¬ 
ment of former senior aide 
Rob Porter after allegations 
emerged that he abused his 
two ex-wives. 

Rep. Trey Gowdy, R-S.C., 
the panel’s chairman, sent 
letters Wednesday to FBI 
Director Christopher Wray 
and White House Chief of 
Staff John Kelly asking for 
information on what they 
knew about the allegations 
against Porter and when 
they knew it — an inqui¬ 
ry prompted by an appar¬ 
ent contradiction between 
the timeline offered by the 
White House and offered 
by Wray in congressional 
testimony Tuesday. 

“I have real questions 
about how someone like 
this could be considered 
for employment,” Gowdy 
said Wednesday on CNN’s 
New Day, adding that “the 
chronology is not favorable

WASHINGTON — A 
group of senators reached 
a bipartisan agreement 
Wednesday aimed at balanc¬ 
ing Democrats’ fight to offer 
citizenship to the so-called 
Dreamer immigrants with 
President Donald Trump’s 
demands for billions of dol¬ 
lars to build a wall on the 
border with Mexico, lawmak¬ 
ers said. 

But though the measure 
sprang from 16 senators 


with centrist views on the 
issue and was winning sup¬ 
port from many Democrats, 
it faced an uncertain future. 

While not specifically 
mentioning the bipartisan 
pact, Trump in a White 
House statement urged law¬ 
makers to oppose any plan 
that doesn’t meet his more 
stringent demands, which 
include curbs on legal immi¬ 
gration and the abolition of a 
visa lottery. The Senate’s No. 
2 Republican, John Cornyn of 
Texas, warned that lawmak¬ 
ers need to address Trump’s 


entire proposal, saying, “We 
need to take the president 
seriously.” 

There were also qualms 
among Democrats. The par¬ 
ty’s No. 2 Senate leader, Dick 
Durbin of Illinois, said some 
Democrats had “serious is¬ 
sues” with parts of the plan. 
Those concerns focused on 
its spending for Trump’s 
wall and its provision that 
would prevent Dreamers, 
young people who came to 
the U.S. as children but who 
now live here illegally, from

Fixes to state gun law 
on way, legislator says 

Rules on campus-carry course at issue

A Senate Republican who 
helped usher last year’s guns- 
on-campus law through the 
Legislature said Wednesday 
that he’s reached an agree¬ 
ment with Gov. Asa Hutchin¬ 
son to address conservatives’ 
lingering concerns about the 
legislation. 

Meanwhile, two Demo¬ 
crats with their own qualms 
about the law — chiefly, the 
permission given to take 
guns into college dorms — 
said they were not part of 
discussions with the Repub¬ 


lican governor and that they 
would continue to push for 
changes. 

A rush to amend parts 
of Act 562 of 2017 comes 
even as the Arkansas State 
Police has issued the first 
“enhanced” concealed-carry 
permits allowing Arkansans 
to take handguns onto cam¬ 
pus and into other public 
places, a spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

The agreement with 
Hutchinson, according to 
Sen. Trent Garner, R-El Do¬ 
rado, would involve either a

House panel’s GOP side 
praises Trump’s budget

WASHINGTON — In the 
House Budget Committee on 
Wednesday, Republicans re¬ 
peatedly praised President 
Donald Trump and his fiscal 
2019 budget, which envisions 
$984 billion in deficit spend¬ 
ing next fiscal year. 

The president, who told 
Americans in a May 2017 ad¬ 
dress that he would balance 
the nation’s budget, unveiled 
a budget blueprint Monday 
that foresees 10 straight years 
of red ink totaling more than 
$7 trillion. 

Deficit spending was 
about $665 billion in fiscal 
2017, $80 billion higher than 
the previous year. 


White House budget di¬ 
rector Mick Mulvaney — 
who was known as a deficit 
hawk when he served in 
Congress — said the budget 
would have his support if he 
were still serving on Capitol 
Hill. 

“Does it disappoint me 
that we do not balance in 10 
years? It does. Do I think it’s 
a failure because of that? I do 
not,” he said. 

The fiscal 2019 budget 
would allow for $4.4 trillion 
in spending between Oct. 1 
and Sept. 30, 2019. 

The White House antic¬ 
ipates 10 years of solid eco¬ 
nomic growth, low inflation, 
low unemployment and sta-
